Men w ho aie engaged m the one 
business ot financeimg are apt to be- 
come so absorbed as to forget th?t the 
public have rigUts.and in this case may 
push the people a little too far. They 
have had all the advantages for twenty 
years, and now claim it as a right. 
But if a financial crash were to come 
it would hurt them more than the peo- 
ple. Besides, if the people once be- 
come aroused at the Idea that there is 
a disposition to coerce them,such legis 
lation might follow as would be to the 
injury of all classes of monted snstitu- 
tione, and trade as well.

How Spectacles Are Mad*. 


[Philadelphia Press) 


The wh'te lens in use in the ordinary 


spectacle of commerce is mads of the 
common window pane glass rolled in 
sheets; sometimes it is made into balls. 
From these are cut pieces of about one 
and a quarter to one and a half inches 
in size; they are then taken into the 
grinding room and each piece cemented 
separately upon what is called a lap, of a 
semi-circular shape. 


These are made to fit into a corres- 


ponding curve or saucer, into which fine 
emery ponder is introduced and subject- 
to a swift rotary motion. The gradual 
curve in the lap gives to the gla§s as it is 
ground a corresponding shape, until the 
desired center is reached, ie lap it, then 
taken out and subjected to warmth, 
which melts the cement sufficiently to 
permit the glass being removed and turn- 
ed upon the opposite side, when the same 
process is renewed. 


The lenses are thei. taken to another 


department, where they are shaped to fit 
the frames. 


This is accomplished by a machine of 


extreme delicacy. Each piece of glass 
is put separately upon a rest, when a dm 
mond is brought to beur upon it, moving 
in the form of an oval, thus cutting the 
desired size; but the edges are rough and 
sharp, and must be beveled. 


Foi this purpose they pass into another 


set of hands, mostly girlg, who have 
charge of the grindstones, which are 
about six inches in thickness. Each op- 
erator is provided with a guage; the glass 
is taken between the forefingerand thumb 
and Iftld sideways to produce half the 
desired bevel: When tub is attained it 
is again turned and the other side of the 
bevel completed 
During this process it 


is constantly guaged in order to ascertain 
that the frame will close upon it without 
too much pressure, ^luch would break 
the lens. 


The next process to which the lens 


subjected is that of "focusing," and r 
quires extreme care 


The person having this department to 


attend to is placed in a small room alone; 
across the entrance is hung a curtain, 
which is only drawn aside sufficiently to 
admit the required amount of light from 
a window several feet away, upon one of 
the top. panes of which is placed a heavy 
cardboard with a small hole cut in the 
centre representing the bull's-eye of a 
target 


Through this the ray's of light shine 


upon the lens in the hands of a workman 
and are reflected through it to a dark 
background. The lens is then moved 
back and forth upon an inch measure 
until the proper focus is attained. For 
instance, it is gradually moved along 
the measure inch by inch, until, perhaps, 
it is brought to thirty-sii inches. At 
this the proper focus is attained, and it

Character is that assemblage of moraT 


qnalities tibat are inwrought into the 
very warp and woof of one's nature and 
life, while reputation is a garment that 
public opinion enrobes one in, whether 
he likes the style oi it or not Character 
is the product of our own agency. Rep- 
utation i» the estimation in which we 
are held by those with whom we asso- 
ciate. 


Now, one of the chief advantages of a 


good character comes from the fact that 
a man's reputation largely reflects it. 
Men do not generally believe this. They 
think they can hide, for instance, a foul, 
leprous heart under the garb of a polite 
and attractive manner; that they can 
be crooked and perverse in their inten- 
tions and yet paas for very good and 
proper people; that they can form a rep- 
utation for purity and virtue, when their 
imagination is "a sour mud swamp," as 
Carlyle would say, where all kinds of 
ugly, loathsome desires and reptile 
thoughts hatch, crawl, hiss and sting! 
that, in short, they can pass for fine-look- 
ing, solid trees, when they are decayed 
and hollow from the top to the bottom. 


Never was there a greater delusion. 


No such masquerading of character ever 
was successfully played, nor ever can be. 
There never was a man that lived five 
years in a community that was not gen- 
erally appraised at all he was worth. 


A baa character pass itself off for a 


good one! As well might a foul stench 
try and pass itself off as a grateful per- 
fume. A bad character will stain through 
all rosewood amiabilities mahoganized 
manners, and show the vulgar weed. 


No one ever did or could "steal the 


livery of heaven to serve the devil in," 
but what it was soon discovered that the 
garment did not fit bun or he did not 
know how to wear it naturally. 


Beputation. then, is the shadow of 


character, and the shadow cannot long 
impose upon any one unless it is the re- 
flection of real and substantial worthi- 
ness. And then, a good moral character 
is one that will always redeem a bad <ep> 
utation. It will sometimes happen tout 
•ucn will get a bad reputation when they 
do not deserve it There are few men 
who have driven their plans of business 
and ambition over the rough world and 
not got a little splashed with mud. 


One glance at the stage horses and the 


driver and you can tell the condition of 
the roads. So men will bear the marks 
of the hard struggles they have had to 
encounter on their way to place and 
power To some extent this is unavoid- 
able 
, 


There is your stem positive man, who 


possesses the pluck, and grit, and inde- 
pendence to hurl unpalatable facts and 
disagreeable truths through the subter- 
fuges and duplicities of political plat- 
forms, the bigotry of the church and the 
tinseled shams of society. 


Think you he will have an easy time 


(if it? Why, the whole kennef of prud- 
eries, cheats and frauds will begin to 
bark and bite. Men will go deliberately 
w work to crush him under some dead- 
fall of destruction and lies. The reader 
is very lucky, who in the world of labor, 
..kill and invention has never met a rival 
that has tried to drive him over by main 
btrenztb and, failing in this, has sought 
to ruin him by placing some obstruction 
upon his track. 


Who has never felt the lash of the 


scurrilous tongue? Who has never had 
his best motives suspiciously scrutinized? 
But you may settle it as a rule that no 
man's reputation can be seriously hurt 
for a great length of time so long as his 
t'unracter is sound and good 


A locomotive may run-over U, but it 


•n ill be as lithe and supple the next day 
as if nothing had happened. But if the 
character is bad the slightest jar may 
dash the reputation into a thousand 
atoms. A man who is enshrined m the 
conscious purity of his desires, the recti- 
tude of his acts and intentions, can nev- 
er be badly wounded.

huw we may there are actually two 
need* to be expressed, and much mischief 
arise* from confounding them. The one 
err for food, which we call appetite, is an 
affitir of habit or caprice, and may, for a 
time at least, be stimulated by appealing 
to the sense of taste, or promoted by 
certain cordials and stimulants; but, 
lookingat the matter from a physiological 
point of view, it is difficult to see what 
we can gain by exciting the organs of 
digestion to tale food unless the system 
is in a condition to receive it. The 
rational mode of procedure would seem 
to be to wait the expression of need in 
the system—in short, to look to hunger 
rather than appetite as an incentive to 
the act of feeding, instead of exciting the 
palate and sense organs to take food when 
we have no organic reason to suppose 
that there is an inner need of it. 


There are certain evil consequences of 


the civilized mode of feeding by appetite 
on the basis of habit, which it may be use- 
ful to point out. First, separating ap- 
petite from hunger, and developing it as 
an independent sense or function, there 
naturally spring* up a fashion of life 
which may be described as "living to 
feed." 


The purveyor of food trades on the 


tastes and cultivated longings of the con- 
sumer, and the consideration what to eat 
and what to drink comes to occupy a 
place in the self-corisciouenesg which it 
was probably not intended to fill, and so 
far as this is the case man is more animal, 
and less spiritual and intellectual, than he 
ought to be; although it may be conceded 
that the refined taste of cultivated 
nature is less offensive than the simple 
voracity of the savage There are some 
who contend that man is the gainer by 
the development of his appetite. If this 
be so, the gain is a good not unmixed 
with evil. Another drawback is that by 
severing appetite from hunger we lose 
the indication of quantity which nature 
gives with her orders for food. The man 
who eats a regulated number of meals 
daily, with a duly stimulated and or- 
ganized habit, probably eat* much more 
m the twenty-four hours than his system 
requires, or the organism as a whole ii 
constituted to deal with.

great deal of teaching, at a great cost of 
money and time, to give the children of 
the people—what they bin e a right to 
demand, if they have a right to demand 
any—such a training that they can 
readily learn to get a Imntr. If it was 
proposed to bring all the mechanic 
trades into the schools, it would be & 
plausible objection. 


But even then it would have less 


force than it seems to have For it is 
unnecessary in the least to teach the 
whole circle of the arts. A few things 
comprehend the rest. "To learn to make 
a painted wagon," it has been said, "is 
almost to cover the field of the mechanic 
arts. 


To draw a wagon upon paper in whole 


and in working parts, to build and finish 
the wood work, to forge and file the iron 
work, to go through all the joining of 
one and the welding and adaption of the 
other, to smooth and paint the surface, 
is to achieve a preparation for almost 
any trade, involving construction from 
similar materials. It is not so complica- 
ted and difltfcnlt a matter as one would 
at first suppose."
